AGAINST BURTON 


Solicitor General Hoyt Before 
Supreme Cour, 


Declares Claims of Kansas Senator 
as to Jurisdiction of Court Are 
Not Valid, and That Bur- 
ton Knew What He 
Was Doing. 


Washington, December !.—Solioitor 
General Hoyt, of the department of 
justice, made the opening argument for 
the government in the case of United 
States Senator J. R. Burton, of Kan- 
sas, in the supreme court of the United 
States today. 

Mr. Hoyt contended that this was an 
ordinary criminal case and that the ques- 
tion of the jurisdiction of the court 
which trieq Mr. 
successfully maintained. Replying to a 
question from Justice White, Mr. Hoyt 
said Mr. Burton’s name appeared on 
the Rialto Company’s circulars but at 
what time he could not say. 

Justice White replied that as the de- 
partment was investigating the case, 
the time seemed very material, 

Mr. Hoyt argued that Senator Burton 
knew just what he was doing when he 
accepted service with the Rialto Com- 
pany. He said it was’‘questionable 
whether a senator should perform such 
services as was required by the defend- 
ant by the company, but that when he 
accept a fee he “completed the fatal 
chain.” 

Mr. Hoyt discusseq the claim of the 
defense that the charge was an “infa- 
mous Offense’ instead of a misdemeanor, 
and therefore the defense should have 
ten instead »f{ three challenges. He 
claimed that the “CeSvention of the de- 
fense was not valid. Justice White 
asked if he did not realize that the pen- 
alty carried a disqualification of the ac- 
cused, debar him from citizenship ana 
forever put a stigma upon him.

to describe this fair. It is as difficult to 
do it justice as it is to paint the lily.” 

The closing exercises were held at the 
base of the Louisiana Purchase monu- 
ment in the plaza of St. Louis, where 
were held seven months ago the exercises 
that formally opened the gates to the 
world. On the opening day the vast as- 
semblage was buoyant in spfrit and fill- 
ed with unanimous desire to give ex- 
pression to good feeling; today depres- 
sion prevailed generally because the con- 
clusion was at hand and it was rather 
a mournful assemblage, that formed a 
solid phalanx around the tall monument 
and listened to the farewell addresses. 

The principal speeches were delivered 
by Governor Dockery, of Missouri, and 
President Francis. Mayor Wells: spoke 
briefly and introduced Governor Doekery, 
who said-in part: 

“In bidding farewell to the world's 
fair, I want to pay a tribute to the kind- 
ly feeling expressed towards this expo- 
sition by the president of the United 
States. In the execution of this exposi- 
tion we have been Americans and not 
partisans. We have united in doing every- 
thing possible to contribute toward its 
Success and the president has shown un- 
qualified interest throughout. 

“I want to pay a tribute to grand old 
Missouri. She has thrown open her arms 
in. hospitality and extended a welcome 
to the world. 

“And I could not proceed without pay- 
ing a tribute also to old St. Louis, a city 


fifth in manufacturing importance in the 
country, and unrivaled by any in hospi- 
tality and enterprise; a city whose peo- 
Ple contributed $10,000,000 towards the 
establishment of this exposition. 
“What lesson do we learn from this 
world’s fair? [ learned the lesson Jong 
ago that the United States is the mighti- 
est power known to the world today. 
These exhibit palaces are the incarnation 
of the mighty forces of this great repub- 
lic. It is mo longer a question that the 
United States is a world power, and I 
want it to continue an enlarging world 
power.

With what 
I trust is not unbecoming modesty, I 
acknowledge my unspeakable obligafion 
and am sure you will not consider me 
wanting in appreciation when I say that 
the designation of this as ‘Francis day’ 
is intended more as an indication of 
your estimate of the exposition and as a 
tribute to the men whose unselfish labors 
for the success of this work has inspired 
you with respect and gratitude.

Out of the 1,246,364 acres that they cul- 
tivated, the people of Vermont in 1900 
got $16,061,761 worth of crops, or near- 
ly $14 to the acre, Out of the 15,153,- 
956 acres that they cultivated in the 
same year, the people of Nebraska got 
$92,056,580 worth of crops, or about 
$6 to the acre. Yet Nebraska has the 
richest land on the continent—Vermont 
some of the poorest. 

If Nebraska were to improve all its 
land that is capable of !mprovement, and 
cultivate that land as it ought to be cul- 
tivated, it could take care of 15,000,000 
people.

Our Cotton Supremacy, Immigration 
and the Negro, 

Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The 
Manufacturers’ Record, of Baltimore, 
is one of the most thoroughly equip- 
ped authorities on cotton and general 
southern industries in the country. To 
extensive knowledge he adds a gift of 
sensible, far-seeing logic and a mental 
poise which sees through and beyond 
the transient symptoms of today, lead- 


ing up to a curt appraisal of their 
current value and their bearing on the 
future, His arguments are based on 
broad premises and appeal to that 
growing class of southern men who do 
not believe the section’s development 
should be founded on impulsive con- 
clusions. 


ticle in last Sunday’s Cotton Harvest 
Edition of The Constitution will meet 
an intelligent response from business 
men of the entire south. More particu- 
larly his attitude on the overpowering 
importance of immigration accords 
with the views preached vigorously by 
this paper for many months past. He 
believes, wit convincing reasons, that 
the preservation of tne south’s su- 
premacy in supplying the world with 
cotton is not only inextricably identi- 
fied with the problem of immigration, 
but that, between them, they can be 
made to go far toward solving, that 
other southern quandary—the negro 
question. Read what he says, in plain 
language, on these closely interwoven 
subjects: ) 


But why should the south, with cotton 
growing possibilities almost without 
limit, barring the unsolved boll weevil 
problem, permit other countries to at- 
tempt to develop great cotfon growing 
interests, which, if successfuj, would les- 
sen our domination of this imperial] sta- 
ple without making a supreme effort to 
meet the world’s needs and thus avert 
any serious competition? Cotton fastened 
upen the south the curse of slavery, 
but now cotten offers to us an oppor- 
tunity for the elimination of the curse 
of the race question. 

The world’s increasing demand for cot- 
ton necessitates a great increase in the 
supply. It is in the power of the south 
to provide this. To do so we must bring 
into the section such a stream of pepu- 
lation as that which enriched the west 
when the great commonwealths of that 
section were being opened up to settle- 
ment. We must turn to the south a tide 
of population sufficient to enable the 
south to increase its cotton crop to meet 
the werld’s demands, and thus avoid 
the necessity of Europe being forced to 
seek a cotton supply elsewhere. With 
the incoming of this white population it 
weuld be possible to gradually increase 
our cofton production, but at the same 
time there would be a still greater in- 
crease in diversified farming, there 
would be a rapid growth of towns and 
cities, of manufacturing interests and 
railroad building, and this section would 
then soon rival in wealth and power the 
central west, the middle states or New 
England. And with this increase in popu- 
lation, in wealth and in manufacturing, 
the race question would to a large ex- 
tent be ferever settled. 

When in the minority the negro is an 
important factor in the south’s agricul- 
tural and industrial development; when 
in the majority he becomes a menace 
and a danger—a fomenter of race hatred. 
In no way can this situation be over- 
come except by a gain of white popula- 
tion. 

Anticipating the very natural com- 
plaint that an increase of production 
will precipitate low prices, Mr. Ed- 
monds thus argues: 


It is a mistake for any man to oppose 
immigration on the ground that it would 
mean lower prices for cotton, because 
of an increase in cotton production. We 
must have a larger cotton crop, or the 
cotton industry of the world will be 
staggered and Europe will be forced to 
find new sources of supply, in Africa, in 
Asia, in South America or elsewhere, to 
the south's at loss. For some years 
to come it will probably not be a ques- 
tion of cotton production overtaking cot- 


jton consumption and thus of low prices, 


such as the two periods between (1842 
and 1848 and !89! and 1899. 

Excepting for these two periods, cotton 
for a century averaged largely over 10 
cents a pound, and in all probability we 
are now out of low price cotton for some 
years, 

The issue is very plain, Consump- 
tion has overtaken and distanced pro- 


duction, As Mr. Edmonda points out, 
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For these and other reasons his ar-| 


| 


the rapidly advancing civilization of 
the vast eastern countries affords cus- 
tomers which will preserve this over. 
balance for many years. Nor is allow- 
ance made here for the natural evolu- 
tion of cotton utility, which will of 
necessity increase the demand on the 
yield. As he says, England already 
appreciates this condition and is ex- 
erting every effort to declare a cotton 
independence of this nation. Discuss- 
ing this phase, with its inevitable al- 
liance to immigration, Mr. Edmonds 
says: 

The question now is, how shall the 
world find, even at good and profitable 
prices to the grower, a sufficient supply 
of cotton to meet its needs? It would be 
as foolish for any man in the south to 
oppose immigration on this ground as it 
would be for any cotton manufacturer 
in the south to oppose the coming to 
_ this section of other cotton manufac- 
_ turers or to desire, as some few do, that 


|England should find a source of supply 
ielsewhere and thus lessen the demand 
for southern cotton, and fn this way give 
to the mills of the south cheaper raw 
material. 

These views whether held by the cot- 
ton grower or the cotton manufacturer, 
are essentially narrow and selfish, having 
no regard to the best fnterests of all 
the people and of the general prosperity 
in the years to come of the whole south. 
The man who holds to these opinions, 
honest in his convictions as he may be, 
is an unwise leader for the south. Let 
us appreciate that the prosperity which 
the higher prices have brought to the 
cotton growers during the last few years 
offers to this section for the first time 
in its history the ideal conditions under 
which to bring about large immigration. 
Study the history of this section for a 
hundred years, and it will be found that 
until the present time, conditions have 
never been favorable for much immigra- 
tion. 


He next strikes the keynote of the 
doctrine The Constitution, in concert 
with other southern papers, has been 
stressing in connection with the 
south’s imminent opportunity: 

“Never before has there been an op- 
portunity when all things were ripe 
for satisfactory results from immigra- 
tion work. The whole business world 
is studying cotton as never before, 
and this, in cennection with the pros- 
perity of the south, makes an ideal 
situation for concentrating the ener- 
gles, the population, and the wealth 
of the world upon the general devel- 
opment of the south.” 

That paragraph should be cut out 
and pasted on the desk flap of every 
ambitious business man in the south! 

The entire article is a compelling 
call to action. Those portions quoted 
‘and commented upon herein are so 
vital and umanswerable that th 
stand out with peculiar sharpness. If 
the south is to forestall any invasions 
of her tacit monopoly in this regard 
and to improve the opportunity which, 
in its magnitude fairly thrusts itself 
on our attention, NOW is the time to 
apply all the intelligence, initiative 
and discretion existent in the southern 
nature.

Land Extravagance. 

An article by William R. Lighton in 
a recent issue of the Boston Tran- 
script, contains matter which will set 
the south to seriously thinking over its 
uncatalogued wealth both in improved 
and unimproved acreage. Mr. Lighton 
takes the ground that the practice of 
abandoning land as “exhausted” is 
nothing less than a surrender to indo- 
lence—a confession that the holder is 
unwilling to pursue intensive meth- 
ods by which the land might be re- 
deemed. He makes the further rather 
broad statement that “if all the people 
of the earth were quartered on this 
continent they could not fully use the 
land, provided none but rational, mod- 
ern, scientific methods were _ ob- 
served.” 

The pith of his argument is given 
by an observant contemporary as fol- 
lows:

will eventually arrive there unless the 
more advanced rules of scientific ma- 
nipulatibn are employed. There is a 
gratifying awakening among south- 
ern farmers in this. respect, and ~7e 
confidently look to see the whole south 
in thorough touch with the most ef- 
fective methods within the next de 
cade.

The Chicago Tribune, in a some 
what pessimistic excoriation of freight 
rate partialities, shows up several in- 
genious strategems by which the rail- 
| Ways evade the anti-rebate statute and 
continue to give the wealthier corpor- 
ations a decided preference over those 
less able to “pay the price.” It de 
fines three very prevalent methods 
as the industrial railway, the privata 
car line and the fictitious damage 
suit, and describes them as follows: 

The industrial railroad ig in reality a 
Switch track owned by the favored snip- 
per. He uses his own engines to haul 
his freight a mile or so to the cumunect- 
ing railroad ang gets a division of the 
rate charged for hauling the freight to 
its destination. In Chicago some of the 
industrial roads get 20 per cent of the 
rate to the Missouri river. It is 600 
miles to that point. Say they haul the 
freight 5 miles. They do | per cent of 
the work and get 20 per cent of the 
compensation. This subterfuge gives 
them a switching charge of about $i2 a 
car, where the ordinary charge would 
be about $3. The owner of the indus- 
trial road in this manner gets a rebate 
of $9 a car. Ingenious as well as prof- 
itable! 

fhe private car line is a device by 
which the favored shipper forwards his 
freight in this own cars and the railroaus 
make him allowances for using his own 
cars instead of theirs. The railroads 
are said to be generous to a fault in the 
allowances they grant these private car 
owners. 

The fictitious damage device has_been 
brought out recently in the inquiry into 
live stock rates. It was found that the 
favored shipper brought in a bill for 
damages to his stock while in transit, 
and the railroads were so taken aback 
and staggered by the overwhelming evi- 
dence against them that they forgot the 
customary practice of contesting all 
damages—especially damages for death 
and injury to human live stock—and paid 
the bills without protest. 

The Tribune adds that the interstate 
commerce commission {s perfectly fa- 
miliar with these tactics, but is pow- 
erless to combat them. 

While Atlanta has never, to any ex- 
tent, suffered from this particular spe- 
cies of discrimination, {t has a vital 
interest both in the present status and 
in the effecting of an amicable ¢om- 
pact with the railroads. Much may 
be done to anticipate the difficulties 
that may otherwise be ahead if a mu- 
tually beneficial entente cordiale is 
reached with the common carriers of 
the south at the present time. 

In the heat of resentment and of 
battle, we are apt to overlook one 
fact of common logic; that the up- 
building of the mighty trans-continen- 
tal transportation systems in the last 
half century is something unprece 
dented in the world’s history both in 
the benefits conferred and the prob- 
lems engendered. There is little or 
no previous history on which ‘a search 
for solution may be based. Thus 
while both parties have undoubted 
grievances, each should remember 
that the adjustment of such epochal 
and far-reaching issues is inseperable 
from more or less friction, sharp an- 
tagonism and unescapable delay. 


Drastic Remedy Proposed. 

Editor Constitution: I am pleased to 
see that your governor has commissionej 
a goodly number of representative men 
to attend the national cotton convention, 
Vhich wil] be held svon at Shreveport, 
La. As the special mission of this con- 
vention is to make further inquiry into 
the ravages of the boll weevil, and to 
take some action looking to the extermi- 
nation of this rapidly imcreasing pest, 
all the delegates would do well to give 
much earnest thought to the important 
question involved prior to the meeting of 
the convention. With this idea in view, 
I desire to submit the followng remedy: 
— That the entire area affected by the 
boll weevil submit to such nationa] leg- 
isiation as wil] enfore a 5-year crop fro- 
taticn, placing the mext cotton production 
at the far end of the 5-years’ shift. By 
this means the weevil can be extermi- 
nated by starvation. In my view of the 
subject such legislation comes easily 
within the provision of the “general 
welfare” clause of the national constitu- 
tion. It is a severe remedy, to be sure, 
but it is only adequate to the disease.

‘ers, and how utterly unreliable they are 
becoming as servants and helpers, not 
to speak of the numbers of them who 
fill our jails and penitentiaries. 
The negro race has become alienated 
‘under republican domination from the 
‘white people of the south, and this is 
the greatest calamity that could have 
happened to them. There wag a close, 
sympathetic touch between the slave 
and his master, which has almost en- 
tirely disappeared, and it is sad to think 
that the two races are drifting more 
and more apart. The south turned him 
over to the republican party of the 
north, and her struggle has been to e&m- 
inate him from her politico-social organ- 
ism. - Whether this condition shall con- 
tinue until the separation hag become 
complete, depends absolutely upon the 
republican party of the north.: If that 
party will be wise enough to throw him 
back upon his friend and natural pro- 
tector the white man of the sonth, ab- 
solutely and unconditionally, his redemp-~- 
tion will be assured, but if they’ adhere 
to their present policy it is. to say the 
least, doubtful. That the southern peo- 
ple would rise royally to meet this fe- 
sponsibility, cannot be doubted. That

HOPED FOR EARLY 


Colonel Bayter Goes To New 
York To Altend Meeting 


Railroad Commission Is Hopeful of 
Good Results—Belief Is General 
That Wise Step Was Taken. 
Congress May Act on 
Rate Question. 


An early answer is expected from the 
officials of the southern railroads upon 

the question as to what extent they will 
be willing to go in granting relief to 
Georgia in the matter of freight rates. 

Colonel] Ed Baxter, of Nashville, coun- 
gel for the railroads in the litigation 
which has just ended, has gone to New 
York to present the matter to the ex- 
ecutive officials of the southern roads 
who will meet there on Monday for the 
purpose ef considering the whole ques- 
tion ef rates throughout tbe southern 
etates from the Potomac river to the 
Mississipp!. 

These executive officers will be advised 
by Celone] Baxter te make every effort 
to revise the present system of rates s0 
es to afford the relief which is desired 
by the people of Georgia. 

Members of the railroad commission, 
the atterneys who represented them, 
and citizens generally fee) confident of 
good results from this presentation of 
the matter. The wisdom of the course 
pursued by the attorneys in bringing 
an end to the recent litigation has im- 
pressed itself upon them more and more 
as they have given it theught, and if no 
relief comes from this source, the rail- 
road cemmissien and the people feel 
that it will be in a better position than 
ever to act in bebalf of the interests of 
the state. 

While it {s net expected that definite 
results can be accemplished at once, it 
4s believed the railroads will let the 
commission know very soon after the 
coming meeting what attitude they pro- 
pose te assume. The arrangement of 
the details of a new rate system may 
require some time after that. 

When the matter is taken up for an ar- 
rangement of the details the cemmission 
will urge a revision of intrastate rates 
as well as interstate rates. The dis- 
criminations in rates within the state 
are numerous, and the commission will 
irsist that something be done to relieve 
thig situation as well as that caused by 
the present interstate rates.

The Cooper-Quarles ‘bill, now pending 
before congress, gives Rhe interstate 
commerce cemmission the power to hear 
complaints of unjust freight rates and 
to suspend them, in its discretion, pend- 
ing an appeal to the courts. 

A dispatch from Washington, D. C., 


on thig subject says: 

Both of the interstate cemmerce com- 
mittees in congress have been thoreugh- 
ly memorialized on the subject of pass- 
ing the Cooper-Quaries bill. In the 
last session ferty senators and !60 rep- 
resentatives presented petitions from 
their constituents, and the legislatures 
of eight states, including Minnesota, 
Iowa, Misseuri, South Dakota and Louis- 
iana, have asked for legisiation on the 
subject. President Roosevelt, in two 
annual messages, has recommended in- 
creasing the powers of the interstate 
commission so as to prevent the levying 
of unjust and unreasonable rates. Sen- 
ator Elkins, chairman of the senate in- 
terstate committee in the last congress, 
introduceq a similar bill to the Cooper- 
Quarles measure. 

The president has conveyed the im- 
pression that he will exert his influence 
toward securing remedial legislation, 
though he did not promise to make a 
recommendation to that effect in his 
message. 

At present the authority exercised by 
the interstate commission is limited to 
pronouncing a rate unreasonable and un- 


pany to desist from using it. If the 
mandate is disregarded there is no way 
by which it can be enforced. A fraction- 


mandate is obtained. Recourse is had in 


each instance to the courts, and from 
four to ten years is required for a final 
opinion from the supreme court.

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State Entomologist Wilmon Newell has 
written a letter to Senator A. S. Clay 
and to the other members of congress 
from Georgia urging them to secure an 
amendment to the postal laws which 
will permit state departments ef ento- 
mology and state boards of horticulture 
to send their bulletins and pamphlets 
through the mails as second-class matter, 

Some yearns ago the passage of a law 
was secured permitting this te state de- 
partments of agriculture and all of the 
bulletins and publications fr@m such de- 
partments intended for free distribution 
among the farmers and others interested 
are carried by mail at the second-class 
rate, | cent a pound. This law, however, 
did not include departments of entomolo- 
gy nor boards of horticulture, and it is 
censidered that their publications are of 
as much interest and importance te those 
growing fruits and flowers as are the bul- 
letins from departments of agriculture. 
Nevertheless the postoffice department 
at present charges third-class postage on 
all such publications which is at the rate 
ef | cent for 2 ounces. 

State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
ritt has also taken the matter in hand 
in the interest of educational depart- 
ments with a view to securing them a 
lower rate of postage for circulars and 
bulletins, provided a franking privilege 
cannot be secured. Departments of edu- 
cation in many states are beceming in- 
terested in this project, and consider- 
able legislation along this line will prob- 
ably be urged at the next session of 
congress.

Atlanta, December |.—In the southern 
and central districts of Georgia and 
Alabama the cotton wag practically all 
picked up to the 26th of November.

The weather has continued very favor- 
able since that time for gathering the 
remnant of the crop. Ginning progressed 
With great rapidity up to the middle of 
November, when business commenced to 
fall off raptdly, the cotton offering being 
so light that most of the gins were 
forced to adopt short time, running only 
two and three days in the ‘week. Some 
gins have already shut down for the 
season. Taking the actual outturns of 
our own gins and qa number of others 
both. in Georgia and Alabama wp to the 
26th of November and adding thereto an 
estimate of the cotton yet to be ginned 
at each one of these ginneries, based on 
a careful canvas of the territory tribu- 
tary, we are enabled to make an estl- 
mate of the crop in Georgia for the 
present season of 1,650,000 bales and in 
Alabama of 1,275,000 bales.
